BIRTHS.—The number of. Births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the year 1921 (52 weeks), was 10,888—5,580 boys and 5,308 girls—or 25-7 
per 1,000 of the estimated population* of the Registration Area, which consists 
ot the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, 
Blackrock, and Dun Laoghaire. The averege rate for the preceding ten years was 
26-5 per 1,000 of the mean population of these years. 


Of the 10,888 births, 8,143 belonged to the city, affording a rate o! 25-1 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, 1,856 to the urban districts named above, 
equivalent to 18-7 per 1,000, and there were 889 births of infants whose mothers 
were admitted to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. Allow- 
ing for the exclusion of the latter, the birth rate for the entire Area in 1921 was 23-6 
per 1,000 of the population. 


Of the 10,888 births 2,672 were registered during the first quarter, 2,984 in 
the second, 2,715 in the third, and 2,517 in the fourth. 


In London the number of births registered during the year 1921 (52 weeks) was 
equal to a rate of 22-3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population; in Glasgow the 
rate was equal to 29-1 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh it was 22:3 per 1,000 ot the 
population. ; 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration 
Area, during the year 1921 was 6,799, equivaient to 16-1 per 1,000 of the population 
of the Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1921. The average death-rate for 
the 10 years, 1911-20, was 20-7 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year is 4-6 below 
the average. 


The total number of deaths registered during the year, namely 7,460 (3,731 
males and 3,729 females), including the deaths of 661 persons admitted to institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, is equal to 17-6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. The average rate ior all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 
years was 22-3 per 1,000. 


The rate for the city of Dublin was 16:8 per 1,000 (17-1 on the North side, and 
16-3 on the South), and for the suburbs 13-8 per 1,000. The rates for the several 
districts range from 9-5 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 20-8 for the district 
of North City No. 1, West. 


Of the 7,460 deaths in the entire Area, 2,016 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 1,782 in the second, 1,753 in the third, and 1,909 in the fourth 
the weekly average being 143. 

DEATHS IN PuBLIC INstr1ruTIONS.—Of the 7,460 deaths, 3,392, or 45-4 per cent 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 2,328 in the various hopsitals, prisons, and 
lunatic asylums, 1,034 in the Dublin union workhouse, and 30 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration. Area) in the Rathdown union workhouse.

UNCERTIFIED DEATHS.—In 118 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there 
having been no medical attendant during the last illness, and of these, 52, or 44-1 
per cent., were deaths of children under 5 years of age. Of the deaths of 491 infants 
under one month old registered, there were 34, or 6-9 per cent. regarding which 
the cause was uncertified. 


In the eighteen principal towns outside the Dublin Registration Area, for which 
statistics are given in the Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates are as follows, 
ranging from the lowest to the highest :—Tralee, 11-3 per 1,000 of the population* ; 
Lurgan, 12-7; Clonmel, 13-5; Londonderry, 13:9 ; Belfast, 14-4 ; Wextord, 14-4 ; 
Portadown, 14:5; Drogheda, 14:6; Waterford, 14-9; Sligo, 14:9 ; Lisburn, 15-2 ; 
Dundalk, 15-3; Cork, 15-4; Ballymena, 15-6; Kilkenny, 17-0; Limetick, 17-1; 
Newry, 17-2, and Galway, 17-9. 


The number of deaths among civilians in London during the year 1921 (52 
weeks) was equal to a rate of 12-4 in every 1,000 of the estimated civil popula- 
tion ; in Glasgow, the total deaths were equivalent to 15-1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
total population ; and in Edinburgh, 14-4 in every 1,000. . 


CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The records of last year show that the total number of deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases f registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 622, aflording 
a rate of 1:45 per 1,000 of the estimated population, as compared with 840 deaths 
and a rate of 2-07 per 1,000 for the ten years, 1911-20. See Table ITI. 


Deaths from enteric fever numbered 10, or 31 under the average for the preceding 
10 years ; deaths from typhus 2, or, one below the average ; deaths from measles, 44, 
or 115 below the average; deaths trom scarlet fever, 18, or 23 below the average 
deaths from whooping-cough, 23, or 99 below the average ; deaths from diphtheria, 67, 
or 3 above the average; deaths from influenza, 99, or 210 under the average ; 
deaths from dysentery, 9, being identical with the average for the preceding 10 years; 
deaths from dzarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age amounted to 
440, being 56 above the average; cerebro-spinal fever caused 3 deaths, being 3 
below the average; deaths from tuberculosis numbered 988 (pulmonary 761, other 
forms, 227), equivalent to a rate of 2-34 per 1,000 of the population,-and were 407 
(or nearly 30 per cent.) below the average for the preceding 10 years ; cancer caused . 
507 deaths, or 10 above the average, the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-20; 
deaths from pneumonia numbered 612 (broncho-pneumonia, 302, lobar 71, and pneu- 
moma, type not distinguished 239), being 139 below the average, and affording an 
annual rate of 1:45 per 1,000 of the population ; bronchitis caused 687 deaths or 296 
below the average, the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-62. 


Deaths caused by violence, comprised 209 assigned to accident, 121 to homicide, 
Il to suicide and 10 to execution. In all 351 deaths were referred to violence, being 
104 above the average for the 10 years preceding.

AGES AT DEATH. 


_ Of the 7,460 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the year, 
1,953, or 26-2 per cent, were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,869, or 
25-1 per cent., were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 
of 831 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 41 were stated to be nonogen- 

-atians, and 5 (females) were reported to have been aged 100, 100, 100, 102, and 103 
years, respectively. 


The rate represented by deaths of children under 5 years of age during the year 
1921 was 44:9 per 1,000 of the population at this age-period, as compared with an 
average of 60-3 for the 10 preceding years ; the rate per 1,000 for deaths of children 
aged 5 and under 15 years for 1921 was 3-6, and the average for the preceding 10 years 
5-5 ; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the rate per 1,000 in 1921 was 5-7, 
the average rate for the preceding ten years being 6-6; among persons aged 25 
and under 45 years, the death rate in 1921 was 87 per 1,000 of the population at these 
ages, as against an average of 11-6 per 1,000 for the preceding ten years; the rate 
for deaths in 1921 of persons between 45 and 65 years was 27-5, as compared with 
an average of 33-4; deaths of persons aged 65 and under 75 in 1921 were represented 
by a rate of 57-9 per 1,000, as against an average of 70-3; and among persons aged 
75 years and upwards the death-rate in 1921 was 139-8 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, the corresponding average rate for the ten preceding years being 152-1 
per 1,000. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


Excluding 889 births and 64 deaths of infants in institutions relating to residents 
of localities situated outside the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality 
rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births) for the year 1921 
was 134. In 1920 it was 143, as compared with 141 in 1919, and 149 in 1918. 


In 1921, the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 143 per 1,000; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 71; for Pembroke, 99; for Blackrock, 
87: and for Dun Laoghaire, 119 per 1,000. 


Basing the rate of infant mortality on the total number of births and deaths 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area, it is found that in 1921 the rate was 
129 per 1,000 births, in comparison with 138 in 1920, 135 in 1919, 143 in 1918, and 
an average of 147 per 1,000 births registered during the ten years, 1911-20. 


PRINCIPAL TOWN. DISTRICTS. 


Reference is made to the mortality from all causes in relation to these areas 
on page IV. ‘The respective death-rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered during 
the year (exclusive of deaths in institutions of persons admitted from without 
the respective areas) in the eighteen principal town districts, outside the Dublin 
Registration Area, are as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the tighest 
(See Tables VI and VII) :—Lurgan, 0-2; Drogheda, 0-2; Sligo, 0-1; Clonmel, 0-3 ; 
Tralee, 0-5; Galway, 0:7; Lisburn, 0-7; Kilkenny, 0-8; Portadown, 0-9; London- 
derry, 1:0; Ballymena, 1-0; Waterford, 1-3; Belfast, 1-4; Cork, 1:4; Newry, 1-4; 
Wexford, 1-5; Dundalk, 1-7; Limerick, 2-0.. 

ENTERIC FEVER.—Included in the 33 deaths from this cause recorded for the 
18 towns are 15 appertaining to Belfast, 5 to Dundalk and 4 to each of Cork and 
Tralee. | 


Typuus.—The 5 deaths include 3 for Belfast. and one for each of Cork and 
Galway. 


MEASLES.—Of 18 deaths from this cause 17 belonged to Belfast. 


SCARLET FEVER.—The 40 deaths recorded include 12 for Limerick, 11 for Belfast, 
8 for Wexford, and 6 for Ballymena. 


WHOOPING-coUGH.—Of 245 deaths returned as from whooping-cough, 222 
appertained to Belfast and 9 to Newry.

DIPHTHERIA.—Included in the 155 deaths appertaining to the 18 towns, 56 
were recorded for Cork, 41 for Limerick, 31 for Beifast, 7 for Londonderry, and 
6 for Kilkenny. . 


DIARRHG@AL DISEASES.—Among the deaths under this heading are 407 of 
children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 246 of which belonged 
to Belfast, 42 to Cork, 27 to Waterford, 25 to Londonderry and 21 to Limerick. 


INFLUENZA.—The 98 deaths from this cause include 52 recorded for Belfast, 
13 for Limerick, and 12 for Londonderry. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The number of deaths from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis recorded for the eighteen urban districts amounted to 1,187, equivalent to a 
rate of 1-65 per 1,000 of their aggregate population. For the Dublin Registration 
Area the rate was 1-68 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The deaths for Belfast 
represent a rate of 1-61 per 1,000 of the estimated population. For the remaining 
seventeen urban districts the mortality from pulmonary tuberculosis was equiva- 
lent to 1:50 per 1,000 of their population. 


NOTIFICATIONS OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


RETURNS of the number of cases of Infectious Diseases notified under the 
“Infectious Diseases (Notification) Act, 1889,” and the ‘“ Tuberculosis Prevention 
(Ireland) Act, 1908,” as furnished by the respective sanitary authorities, are set

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 20-1 and 19:9 ; Dublin Registration Area, 17-1 and 20°5 ; Dublin City, 
17°4 and 21°3; Belfast, 19-5 and 18-4; Cork, 26-5 and 24-6; Londonderry, 22-0 and 19-1; Limerick, 
271 and 18°06; and Waterford 32°3 and 26:6. | 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000. _ Among the 157 deaths from all] causes for Belfast 
are one from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 7 from diarrhceal diseases and 3 frominfluenza. The 
39 deaths from all causes for Cork include one from enteric fever, 3 from diphtheria, and one from 
diarrhoea. Of the 19 deaths from all causes for Londonderry, one is from diphtheria and one from 
diarrhoea and. enteritis of a child under 2 years. One of the 20 deaths from all causes for Limerick 
is from diphtheria, and 2 are from influenza. Included in the 11 deaths from all causes for Portadown 
is one from diphtheria, and one of the 4 deaths from all causes for Wexford is from scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. ‘ 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 248—130 
boys and 118 girls—and the deaths to 150—79 males and 71 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent 4n annual rate of mortality of 17:1 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rate for the total deaths registered in the Area being 18°35. 

Inciuded in the 139 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from enteric fever, one from 
whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from croup, 4 from, diarrhoeal diseases, 4 from influenza, and 
one from encephalitis lethargica. ‘ 4 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever, were 0, 0, and one; deaths from whooping- 
cough were 4, 0, and one; deaths from diphtheria one, 0, and one; deaths from diarrhceal diseases 
8, 6, and 2; and deaths from influenza 5, 0, and 4. 

There were 12 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 7 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). . 

Tuberculous disease caused 16 deaths (including 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 13, 16, and 20, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 10 by organic diseases of the heart, and 12 by bronchitis. 

Four deaths from accidental violence were registered, one of which was caused by scalds, 
and 8 deaths were attributed to homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to tuberculous meningitis, 4 to 
convulsions, oné to bronchitis, 4 to broncho-pneumonia, 2 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to congenital 
malformations, one to premature birth, and 5 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 22 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 34 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 27 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 139 deaths recorded, 49 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 17-8 and 19°9 ; Dublin Registration Area, 17°9 and 19-9 ; Dublin City, 
19°5 and 20°9; Belfast, 18-1 and 19°0; Cork, 17°0 and 23-3; Londonderry, 16°2 and 19-0; Limerick, 
16°2 and 17°3; and Waterford 22°8 and 26°6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0°5 per 1,000. Among the 146 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from whooping-cough. The 25 deaths from all causes for Cork include one from diphtheria. 
Of the 3 deaths recorded for Wexford one is from scarlet fever. Included in the 8 deaths 
from all causes for Ballymena is one from whooping-cough, and one of the 7 deaths from all causes 
for Kilkenny is from diphtheria. 


’ - DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 209—95 
boys and 114 girls—and the deaths to 157—67 males and 90 females, 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17°9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the two weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17:5 
and was 5°5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the two weeks was 19:0 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 24° 4. 

Included in the 145 deaths appertaining to the Area are 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
chiluren under 2 years and 3 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks,:deaths from diarrhoa and enteritis of children under 2 years 
were 6, 2, and 3, and deaths from influenza 0, 4, and 4. 

There were 18 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 9 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 14 deaths (including 10 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 16, 20, and 16 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 18 by organic diseases of the heart, and 22 by bronchitis, 

Five deaths were attributed to violence of which 2 were caused by burns 4nd one by 
gunshot wounds. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to influenza, one to disseminated 
tuberculosis, 3 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 4 to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia (type 
not distinguished), 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 2 to premature birth, 
and 3 to congenital debility. 

Twenty-nine of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 27 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month 
old, and 45 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 82 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 145 deaths recorded, 59 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 15th January, in 96 large English towns (includ- 
ing London in which the rate was 12°6) was equal to an average annual death rate of 12°8 per 1,000 
of the estimated civil population. 
The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 15:9 per 1,000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 15°6, and for Edinburgh 15-5. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended + 
15th January. From this Report it appears that of 138 cases notified, 44 were scarlet fever, 26. 
diphtheria, 23 chicken-pox, 18 pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, 11 acute 
primary pneumonia, 9 erysipelas, one acute influenzal pneumonia, and one enteric fever. Among 
the 813 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 316 of scarlet 
fever, 220 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 151 of diphtheria, 
35 of venerea} disease, 29 of measles, 17 of erysipelas, 5 of acute influenzal pneumonia, 5 of 
enteric fever, 4 of whooping-cough, one of chicken-pox, one of cerebro-spinal fever, one of 
membranous croup, and one of ophthalmia neonatorum.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 16:2 and 17°9 ; Dublin Registration Area, 15°8 and 16°9 ; Dublin City, 
16°38 and 17°5; Belfast, 16-9 and 18°2; Cork, 15:0 and 18°5; Londonderry, 18°5 and 17-1; Limerick, 
17°6 and 21°6; and Waterford, 3°8 and 19:0. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000. Among the 136 deaths from all causes tor Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, 6 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza. Of the 22 
deaths from all causes for Cork one was caused by diphtheria and one of a child under 2 years by 
diarrhoea and enteritis. The 16 deaths from all causes for Londonderry include ohe from diphtheria. 
The only death recorded for Lurgan is from diphtheria, and one of the 7 deaths from all causes 
for Kilkenny is also due to this disease. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 198—101 
boys and 97 girls—and the deaths to 188—65 males and 73 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15°8 per 1,000 of the 

population, During the four weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 16:9 
and was 61 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions cf the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the four weeks was 181 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 24°5. 

Inciuded in the 128 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, 5 from diarrhoeal diseases, and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were one, 0, and 2; deaths from 
diphtheria, 2, 0, and 2; deaths from diarrhcal diseases 4, 4, and 2, and deaths from influenza 4, 
3, and 0. 

There were 12 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 5 from broncho-pneumonia and 7 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). | 

Tuberculous disease caused 14 deaths (including 11 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, one from abdominal tuberculosis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis ) 
as against 16, 14, and 15 in the three weeks preceding. 

Thirteen deaths were caused by cancer, 8 by organic diseases of the heart, and 11 by bronchitis, 

Three deaths were attributed to accidental violence, of which one was caused by scalds end 
2 by drowning. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to whooping-cough, one to tuberculous 
meningitis, 3 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 3 to broncho-pneumonia, 4 to diarrhea and enteritis, 
3 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 25 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month 
old, and 34 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 21 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 128 deaths recorded, 53 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

pneumonia and one of ophthalmia neonatorum.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 16:6 and 16-4 ; Dublin Registration Area, 18°9 and 16°4 ; Dublin City, 
18°S and 16°5; Belfast, 15-9 and 16°4; Cork, 15°6 and 16-3; Londonderry, 13:9 and 13-3; Limerick, 
19°0 and 19°3; and Waterford, 19°0 and 16°6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°2 per 1,000. Among the 128 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 13 from whooping-cough and one from influenza. The 23 deaths from all causes for Cork include 
one from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one of 
the 6 deaths from all causes for Dundalk is from diphtheria.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin. Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 169—85 
boys and 84 girls—and the deaths to 165—102 males and 63 females. : 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the six weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 16°7 
and was 6°4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions cf the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the six weeks was 18:1 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 24:6. . 

Inciuded in the 153 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from scarlet fever,, 4 from 
diphtheria, 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 2 from influenza, and one from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 0, and one ; deaths from diphtheria 2, 
one, and 3; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 2, 4, and 2; and deaths 
from influenza 0, one, and 0. No death from cerebro-spinal meningitis was registered during 
the 3 preceding weeks. 

There -were 5 deathsfrom pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia and 2 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 27 deaths (including 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 7 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 15, 14, and 9, 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Sixteen deaths were caused by cancer, 10 by organic diseases of the heart, and 19 by bronchitis, 

Two deaths were attributed to accidental violence, and there were 2 cases of homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to disseminated tuberculosis, 2 to 
venereal disease, 2 to convulsions, 2 to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 4 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 2 to premature birth, and one to congenital debility. 

Twenty-nine of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 21 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 44 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 30 were 70 years of age

InFEcTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson. M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
12th February. From this Report it appears that of 144 cases notified, 41 were scarlet fever, 27 
diphtheria, 19 pulmonary tuberculosis, 8 other forms of tuberculosis, 16 chicken-pox, 14 erysipelas, 
14 acute primary pneumonia, 8 acute influenzal pneumonia, one cerebro-spinal fever, and one 
membranous croup. Among the 782 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week 
were 290 of scarlet fever, 219 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 other forms of tuberculosis, 188 of 
diphtheria, 41 of venereai disease, 29 of measles, 12 of whooping cough, 9 of erysipelas, 8 of 
acute influenzal pneumonia, 4 of enteric fever, one of chicken-pox, one of cerebro-spinal fever, one 
of acute primary pneumonia, and one of membranous croup.

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diphtheria were one, 3, and 4; deaths from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years 4, 2, and 4; and deaths from influenza one, 0, and 2. 

There were 10 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia and 3 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 24 deaths (including 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 14, 9, and 27, 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, 20 by organic diseases of the heart, and 23 by bronchitis, 

Two accidental deaths were registered, of which one was caused by burns and one by drowning 
and 2 deaths were attributed to homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 to 
meningitis, 2 to convulsions, 6 to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 2 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 
10 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital debility. é 

Thirty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 31 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month 
old, and 38 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 29 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 148 deaths recorded, 55 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
19th February. From this Report it appears that of 132 cases notified, 37 were scarlet fever, 32 
diphtheria, 21 pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 14 acute primary pneumonia, 
10 erysipelas, 9 chicken-pox, one acute influenza] pneumonia, and one malaria. Among the 793

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 19:8 and 17°4 ; Dublin Registration Area, 18°1 and 17°3 ; Dublin City, 
20:0 and 18'1; Belfast, 19-1 and 16°9; Cork, 23-1 and 18:8; Londonderry, 17°4 and 15:4; Limerick, 
19°0 and 18:3; and Waterford, 15°2 and 16°6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases ¢ registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-5 per 1,000. Among the 154 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, one from measles, 19 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years and one from influenza. The 34 deaths from all 
causes for Cork include 83 from diphtheria. Included in the 15 deaths from all causes for Londonderry, 
is one from scarlet fever. Of the 14 deaths from all causes for Limerick, one is from influenza, and 
one of the 4 deaths from all causes for Lisburn. is from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 188—95 
boys and 93 girls—and the deaths to 165—91 males and 74 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 18) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°1 per 1,000 of the 
population, During the eight weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17-1 
and was 6'5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions cf the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the eight weeks was 18:7, and: for the. corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 25:1. : 

Included in the 147 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from enteric fever, one from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 
and 2 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diphtheria were 3, 4, and one ; deaths from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years 2, 4, and 2; and deaths from influenza 0, 2, and one. There were 
no deaths from enteric fever, or whooping-cough registered in the 3 preceding weeks. 

There were 13 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia and 4 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 20 deaths (including 16 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 9, 27, and 24, 
in the three weeks preceding. . 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 18 by organic diseases of the heart, and 18 by bronchitis. 

Three accidental deaths were registered, of which one was caused by burns and one by a 
vehicle ; 4 deaths were attributed to homicide and. one to suicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to diphtheria, one to pulmonary 
tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, 2 to meningitis, 3 to bronchitis, 3 to broncho-pneumonia, 
2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformation, 6 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital 
debility. 

Thirty-three of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 27 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month 
old, and 41 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 383 were 70 years of age 
or over.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal. 
rovincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
hereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 

deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18-9 and 18°3 ; Dublin Registration Area, 18°9 and 18°5 ; Dublin City, 
19° and 19°3; Belfast, 17°5 and 17°8; Cork, 19:0 and 18:8; Londonderry, 20°9 and 18-3 ; Limerick, 
17°6 and 19°0; and Waterford, 24°7 and 16:2. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°2 per 1,000. Among the 141 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 10 from whooping-cough, 5 from diarrhoeal diseases and 3 from influenza. The 28 deaths 
from all causes for Cork include 2 from diphtheria. Included in the 13 deaths from all causes for 
Waterford, is one from influenza. Of the 10 deaths from all causes for Wexford, one is from searlet 
fever, and one of the 4 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny is from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 210—108 
boys and 102 girls—and the deaths to 166—82 males and 84 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18-9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the nine weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17°3 
and was 6°8 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the nine weeks was 18°9, and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 25°6. 

Included in the 153 deaths appertaining to the Area are 3 from diphtheria, one from 
dysentery, 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2. years, and 4 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diphtheria were 4, one, and one; deaths from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years 4, 2, and 3; and deaths from influenza 2, one, and 2, There 
were no deaths from dysentery, registered in the 3 preceding weeks. 

There were 12 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from 
lobar pneumonia and 2 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 28 deaths (including 24 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from abdominal tuberculosis) as against 27, 24, and 20, in the 
three weeks preceding. sy ai 

Hight deaths were caused by cancer, 7 by organic diseases of the heart, and 26 by bronchitis, 

Two accidental deaths were registered, both of which were caused by burns and 2 deaths 
were attributed to homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to influenza, one to abdominal 
tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, 4 to bronchitis, 4 to broncho-pneumonia, one to lobar 
pneumonia, one to pneumonia (type not distinguished), 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 4 to 
premature birth, and 8 to congenital debility. hie 

Thirty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 28 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month 
old, and 52 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 43 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 153 deaths recorded, 55 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The

Tuberculous disease caused 80 deaths (including 23 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
abdominal tuberculosis, and 5 from disseminated tuberculosis) as against 20, 28, and 21 in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 14 by organic diseases of the heart, and 18 by bronchitis, 

Four accidental deaths were registered, one of which was caused by a vehiclz. 

Two deaths were atiributed to homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to disseminated tuberculosis, 2 to 
convulsions, 2 to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 2 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 3 to congenital 
malformations, 5 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

Twenty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 20 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month 
old, and 38 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 23 were 70 years of age 
or over.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18-1 and 17°6 ; Dublin Registration Area, 19:2 and 17:8 ; Dublin City, 
18°8 and 17°5; Belfast, 17-4 and 17°8 ; Cork, 17-7 and 19:0; Londonderry, 25-5 and 15:9; Limerick, 
25°7 and 18°6; and Waterford, 17-1 and 14°7. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual.rate of 0:8 per 1,000. Among the 140 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 8 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 
2 years, and one from influenza. The 22 deaths from all causes for Londonderry, include one from 
enteric fever, one of the 19 deaths from all causes for, Limerick is from diphtheria, and one of the 
4 deaths recorded for Newry is from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 250—125 
boys and 125 girls—-and the deaths to 160—80 males and 80 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19°2 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17°5 
and was 7°3 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 19°1, and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 26° 4. 

Included in the 156 deaths appertaining to the Area are 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, and 5 from influenza. 

in the 8 preceding weeks, deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 
8, 2, and 4; and deaths from influenza 6, 2, and 3. 

There were 10 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 7 from broncho-pneumonia and 3 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 29 deaths (including 22 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 21, 30, and 29 in 


the three weeks preceding. 
Seventeen deaths were caused by cancer, 16 by organic diseases of the heart, and 12 by 


bronchitis, 
Six accidental deaths were registered, 4 of which were caused by burns and sealds. 
One death was attributed to homicide and there were 6 deaths by execution registered during the 


week, 
Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to meningitis, 2 to convulsions, 


- 8to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 3 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to premature birth, and 3 
' to congenital debility. 


Thirty-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 19 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 43 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 87 were 70 years of age 


or over. . 


Of the 156 deaths recorded, 60 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

InFEcTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medicai Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
Qnd April. From this Report it appears that of 107 cases notified, 25 were scarlet fever, 
20 pulmonary tuberculosis, 9 other forms of tuberculosis, 18 diphtheria, 18 chicken-pox, 9 erysipelas, 
3 malaria, 2 acute primary pneumonia, one acute influenzal pneumonia, one ophthalmia neonatorum, 
and one cerebro-spinal fever. Among the 752 cases ot inlectious diseases in hospital at the close 
of the week were 253 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 8 other forms of tuberculosis, 207 of scarlet fever, 
141 of diphtheria, 50 of measles, 41 of venereai disease, 12 of whooping cough, 9 of erysipelas, 
2 of acute influenzal pneumonia, 2 of chicken-pox, 2 of cerebio-spinal fever, one of enteric fever, 
and one of ophthalmia neonatorum. .

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Brrrus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 2nd April, 1921, 
2,672 births—] 361 boys and 1,311 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 25-3 in every 1,000 of 
the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,208, equivalent to an annual rate of 27-3 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 464, equal to an annual 
rate of 18-7 in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 23-1 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 27-2 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 20°8 per 1,000. 


DrEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (175) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,841, were equivalent to an annual rate of 17-4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
24-8. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
2,016—1,031 males and 985 females—affording an annual ratio of 19-1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 26-4 per 1,000 forethe first quarter of the ten years, 1911-1920. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 749, 
representing an annual mortality of 17-6 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 690, equivalent to a rate of 17:9 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 402, being equal to an annual death-rate of 16-2 in every 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which tke 
deceased persons were admitted. , 
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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the last quarter was 91, being equal to an annual rate of 0-86 per 1,000 of the population. 


ENTERIC FEVER.—Only 4 deaths from this cause were registered during the quarter. Of 35 
cases of the disease treated in Dublin hospitals during this period, 23 were discharged, 3 died, and 
9 cases remained under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


TypHus.—Two deaths from typhus, both belonging to the district of North City No. 2, were 
recorded. Sixteen typhus patients were under treatment in hospital, 13 of these having been admitted 
during the quarter; there were 11 discharges and 2 deaths, leaving 3 cases under treatment at the 
end of the period. 


SMALL-Pox.—No case of this disease was reported. 


MEASLES.—There was no mortality from measles during the quarter, the average number of 
deaths from this cause for the corresponding quarter of the five years preceding being 46. 


SCARLET FEVER.—To this disease only 3 deaths were attributed, as compared with an average 
of 5 for the first quarter of the five years, 1916-20. Of 207 cases of scarlet fever under treatment in 
hospitals 160 were discharged, 3 died, and 44} remained under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


Wuoopinc-Coucu.—There were 8 deaths from whooping-cough, as compared with an average 
of 36 for the first quarter of the five years preceding, the number of deaths from this disease registered 
during the second, third and fourth quarters of the year 1920 being 137, 29 and 20, respectively. 


DIPHTHERIA.—Deaths from diphtheria which numbered 13, 10 and 19 respectively, in the three 
preceding quarters, rose to 25 in the quarter just ended, which number is 15 above the average for 
the first quarter of the five years 1916-20. Of the 25 deaths, 13 belonged to North City Districts, 5 to 
South City Districts, 2 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, one to Pembroke and 4 were 
deaths of persons admitted to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. 


The diphtheria patients under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the quarter numbered 176, 
and of these 113 were discharged, 25 died, and 38 remanied under treatment at its close. 


DIARRH@AL DisEasEs.—Including 2 deaths from dysentery, the number of deaths assigned 
to this group amounted to 49, and of these 45 were deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age, the average number of deaths among the latter during the first quarter of the 
five years preceding being 42. 


_ INFLUENZA.—To this cause 35 deaths were assigned, as compared with 50, 8 and 17 in the second, 
third and fourth quarters of 1920. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER.—Two deaths from this disease were recorded. 


TUBERCULOSIS.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 303, being equivalent 


to an annual rate of 2-87 per 1,000 of the population, and are 75, or 19-8 per cent., under the average 
(378) for the first quarter of the preceding five years. 


Excluding 27 deaths of persons admitted to institutions from localities situated outside the 
Registration Area, the deaths from tuberculosis number 276, and afford an annual rate of 2-61 per 
1,000 of the population ; the rate for the city was 2-70 per 1,000 (North City districts, 2:64; South 
City districts, 2-78), and for the urban districts it was 2°30 per 1,000. 


Of the 303 deaths from tuberculosis registered, 234 were attributed to pulmonary tuberculosis, 
21 to tuberculous meningitis, 15 to abdominal tuberculosis, 4 to tuberculosis of the spinal column, 4 
to tuberculosis of joints, 3 to tuberculosis of other organs, and 22 to disseminated tuberculosis. 


é CANCER.—The number of deaths from cancer was 128, being 6 above the average (122) for the 
tst quarter of the preceding five years, ‘The 128 deaths represent an annual rate of 1-21 per 1,000 |

DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND NERVouUS SysTEM.—T here were 191 deaths assigned to these diseases: 
including 39 from convulsions (38 of the latter being deaths of children under 5 years of age), 2 from 
ericephalitis lethargica, 2 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 23 from meningitis, The 191 deaths are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 1-81 per 1,000 of the population. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SYSTEM.—To this group of diseases 229 deaths were attributed ; 
these afford an annual rate of 2-17 per 1,000 of the population, and are 11 under the average (240) 
for the corresponding quarter of the five years preceding. 


CONGENITAL CONDITIONS.-—Fifteen deaths were assigned to congenital malformations, 53 to 
premature birth, and 51 to congenital debility. 


VIOLENCE.—Among 9] deaths under this heading, 34 were homicidal, one a suicide, 6 were 
executions, and 10 deaths were caused by gunshot wounds. Of the remaining deaths by violence, 15 
were by burns and scalds, (6 of the latter being deaths of children under 5 years of age), 6 by 
vehicles and horses, and 3 by drowning.

In 54 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 54 cases, 19 (or 35-2 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 123 infants under one month old registered, there were 14 (or 11-4 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table III., page 130/, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 0:78 per 1-000, that in the 
City it was 0-84, and in the urban districts 0-57, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in

OccuPaTions.—In Table IV., page 130g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of the 
‘‘ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual rate of 18-3 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the ‘“ Middle Class’? was 16-3 per 1,000 ; 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 15-5 ; and in the “ General Service Class.” 
it was 18-1. 


AcErs.—Of the 2,016 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the quarter, 448 were under five years of age, including 333 infants under one year of age, the 
latter representing a rate of 125 per 1,000 births registered. ‘ihe number of deaths of children under 5 
years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 43-8 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the 
Census of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 4:1 
per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-6 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 13-6 per

occurred in public institutions, viz., 549 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; B45 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 10 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park was 44-4.° At Greenwich it was 
45-0° ; at Glasgow, 42 3°; and at Edinburgh, 42-2°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-04 inches; at Greenwich it was 
2-85 inches ; at Glasgow, 13-02 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 6-56 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all canses registered

19-3; Sligo, 19-3; Lisburn, 20-0 ; Newry, 22°4, and Kilkenny, 25-1. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-2 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in Drogheda and Clonmel to 1-9 in Kil- 
kenny, the 66 deaths from all causes for that district, including one from enteric fever, and 44 from 
diphtheria. The 1,846 deaths from all causes for Belfast include 4 from enteric fever, 3 from typhus, 
6 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 118 from whooping-cough, 11 from diphtheria, 34 from diarrhceal 
diseases, and 17 from influenza.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past. four

2 from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 250—124 
boys and 126 girls—-and the deaths to 166—81 males and 85 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19-0 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the fourteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17-6 
and was 7°3 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the fourteen weeks was 19°2, and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 26° 5. 

Included in the 154 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from enteric fever, one from scarlet 
fever, 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 3 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 
2, 4, and 5; and deaths from influenza 2, 8, and 5. There were no deaths from enteric fever or scarlet 
fever registered in the three preceding weeks. 

There were 13 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 9 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 8 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 84 deaths (including 28 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 7 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 80, 29, and 29 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 13 by organic diseases of the heart, 4 by meningitis, and 
17 by bronchitis, ; 

Three accidental deaths were registered, one of which was caused by swallowing Jeyes’ fluid. 

T'wo deaths were attributed to homicide and there was one death by suicide registered during the 
week, 
Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to tuberculous meningitis, one to 
abdominal tuberculosis, one to meningitis, one to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 8 to broncho- 
pneumonia, 2 to diarrhoea and enteritis, one_to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility.

InFEcTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medicai Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
9th April. From this Report it appears that of 99 cases notified, 22 -were scarlet fever, 
20 pulmonary tuberculosis, 16 other forms of tuberculosis, 16 diphtheria, 9 erysipelas, 8 chicken-pox, 
5 acute primary pneumonia,2 malaria, and one ophthalmia neonatorum. Among the 716 cases ot 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 257 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 10 other 
forms of tuberculosis, 179 of scarlet fever, 181 of diphtheria, 52 of measles, 36 of venereal! disease, 
14 of whooping-cough, 8 of erysipelas, 3 of chicken-pox, 2 of acute influenzal pneumonia, 2 of 
cerebio-spinal fever, one of enteric fever, and one of ophthalmia neonatorum.

Tuberculous disease caused 21 deaths (including 16 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from abdominal tuberculosis) as against 29,29, and 84 in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 8 by organic diseases of the heart, and 14 by bronchitis. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to diphtheria, one to abdominal 
tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, one to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 8 to broncho- pneumonia, 
one to pneumonia, 3 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

Thirty of the deaths registered during the week appertaining: to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 22 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 39 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 88 were 70 years of age 
or over. | 

Of the 130 deaths recorded, 50 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

16th April. From this Report it appears that of 96 cases notified, 29 were scarlet fever, 
14 diphtheria, 18 pulmonary tuberculosis, 15 other forms of tuberculosis, 8 erysipelas, 11 chicken-pox, 
4 acute primary pneumonia,and 2 malaria.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 17°8 and 17:3 ; Dublin Registration Area, 18°4 and 18:1 ; Dublin City, 
18°3 and 18°8 ; Belfast, 17°9 and 16:9; Cork, 11°6 and 16:7; Londonderry, 27:8 and 23:2; Limerick, 
29:8 and 22:0; and Waterford, 5:7 and 10° 5. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases ¢ registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000. Among the 144 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 6 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 3 from influenza, The 17 
deaths from all causes for Cork include 2 from diphtheria. Of the 24 deaths from all causes for 
Londonderry 2 are from influenza. Two of the 22 deaths from all causes for Limerick are from 
diphtheria, and one of the 7 deaths from all causes for Wexford is from scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN ‘REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 225—121 
boys and 104 girls—and the deaths to 164—92 males and 72 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 15) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°4 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the sixteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17°5 
and was 74 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1911-20. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the sixteen weeks was 19°1, and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 26°5.

Four accidental deaths were registered, and there were 5 cases of homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to pulmonary tuberculosis, one to 
convulsions, one to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 6 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 5 to premature birth, and 5 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-five of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 25 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month 
old, and 40 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 27 were 70 years of age 
or over.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four

Of 9 deaths by violence registered last week one (that of an ex-soldier) was caused: by gas 
poisoning ; 6 deaths were by homicide, and there was one execution.

14th May. From this Report it appears that of 125 cases notified, 31 were scarlet fever, 
23 diphtheria, 22 pulmonary tuberculosis, 17 other forms of tuberculosis, 16 chicken-pox, 6 
erysipelas, 4 acute primary pneumonia, 3 ophthalmia neonatorum, 2 malaria; and one acute influ- 
enzal pneumonia.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13°4 and 15:1 ; Dublin Registration Area, 13°9 and 15:4; Dublin City, 
15'1 and 16'1; Belfast, 13-8 and 14°6; Cork, 15°0 and 15-8; Londonderry, 5:8 and 11:6; Limerick, 
12°2 and 18°6, and Waterford, 13°3 and 18:0. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0:8 per 1,000. Among the 111 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 8 from whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. Of the 5 
deaths from all causes for Londonderry one is from influenza. Included in the 9 deaths from all 
causes for Limerick is one from diphtheria. The only death recorded for Lurgan is from influenza. 
One of the 3 deaths from all causes for Lisburn is from whooping-cough, as also one of the 2 
deaths for Newry, and of the 7 deaths from all causes for Wexford one is from scarlet fever and 
one from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the {Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 25€—118 
boys and 188 girls—and the deaths to 1830—66 males and 64 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 17) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-one weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 
17:1 and was 6°9 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 
1911-20. The rate for all deaths registered during the twenty-one weeks was 18°7, and for 
the corresponding period of the preceding ten-years 25:7. 

Included in the 113 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from diphtheria, 3 from diarrhcea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diphtheria were 3, one, and one ; deaths’ from diarrhova 
and enteritis of children under 2 years were 2, 4, and 0, and deaths from influenza 2, 2, and one. 

There were 11 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 4 from broncho-pneumonia and 7 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 18 deaths (comprising 15 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis) as against 23, 16, and 15 in the 
three ‘weeks preceding. 

Four deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by meningitis, 14 by organic diseases of the heart, and 
14 by bronchitis. 

Of 5 deaths by violence registered last week one was caused by accidental burns; 2 were by 
vehicles, and 2 deaths were by homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to influenza, one to disseminated 
tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, 4 to convulsions, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 
2 to diarrhoea and enteritis of children under two years, and 3 to premature birth. 

Twenty-seven of the deaths registered during the weck appertaining to the Area were those 
of children under 5 years of age, 17 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one 
.-month old, and 27 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 20 were 70 
years of age or over.

InFectTious DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, .p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
28th May. From this Report it appears that of 102 cases notified, 19 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 
17 other forms of tuberculosis, 18 diphtheria, 16 scarlet fever, 13 chicken-pox, 9 erysipelas, 
3 acute primary pneumonia, 3 malaria, 2 puerperal fever, one cerebo-spinal fever, and one 
ophthalmia neonatorum. Among the 669 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of 
the week were 260 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 16 other forms of tuberculosis, 148 of scarlet 
fever, 100 of diphtheria, 54 of measles, 35 of venereai disease, 12 of whooping-cough, 8 of 
erysipelas, 3 of chicken pox, 2 of acute influenzal pneumonia, 2 of puerperal fever, and one of 
cerebo spinal fever.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal! 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following anrfual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14°2 and 13°6 ; Dublin Registration Area, 12:7 and 13:4; Dublin City, 
10°6 and 13°0; Belfast, 15-1 and 13°9; Cork, 14°3 and 13°3; Londonderry, 9°3 and 7° 3; Limerick, 
14°9 and 15:2, and Waterford, 19°0 and 15°7. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0°7 per 1,000. Among the 122 deaths from ail causes for Belfast 
are 9 from whooping-cough, one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years and one from 
influenza. Of the 11 deaths from all causes for Limerick one is from diphtheria, and 3 are from 

influenza. Of the 4 deaths from all causes for Drogheda one is from influenza and one from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years; and of the 5 deaths from al! causes for Lisbvrn 
one is from scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 234—126 
boys and 103 girls—-and the deaths to 116—56 males and 60 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 12°7 per 1,000 of the 
population, During the twenty-three weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 
16°8 and was 6°7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions cf the ten years 
1911-20. The rate for all deaths registered during the twenty-three weeks was 18°4, and for 
the corresponding period of the preceding ten years. 25:1. 

Included in the 103 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from whooping-cough, one from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were one, ©, and 0; deaths from diarrhoa 
and enteritis of children under 2 years were 0, 8, and 2 and deaths from influenza one, one, and 0. 

There were 4 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 3 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 18 deaths (comprising 15 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis and one from abdominal tuberculosis, as against 15, 18, and 18 in the three 
weeks preceding. _ 

Seventeen deaths were caused by cancer, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, and 4 by bronchitis. 

Of 8 deaths by violence registered last week one was caused by accidental scalds, one by 
drowning, one by a vehicle, one by accidental gunshot wounds and 4 were by homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to bronchitis, 
2 to broncho-pneumonia, one to diarrhoea and enteritis and 3 to premature birth. 

Fourteen of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those 
of children under 5 years of age, 9 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one 
month old, and 29 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 21 were 70 
years of age or over. 

Of the 108 deaths recorded, 59 occurred inhospitals and other public institutions.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 285—145 
boys and 142 girls—and the deaths to 188—71 males and 62 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 19) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14°1 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-five weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Brrtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 2nd July, 1921, 
2.984 births—I,528 boys and 1,456 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 28-2 in every 1,000 of 
the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,509, equivalent to an annual rate of 31-0 in 
every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named above, 475, equal to an annual 
rate of 19-2 in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 23:3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 29-7 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 23:0 per 1,000. 


DkEatus.—Omitting the deaths (167) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,615, were equivalent to an annual rate of 15-3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
99-6. ‘The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,782—907 males and 875 females—affording an annual ratio of 16-9 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 22-2 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the ten years, 1911-1920. 


‘he number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 658, 
representing an annual mortality of 15-5 in every 1,000 of the population; and the number in the 
South City districts was 602, equivalent to a rate of 15°6 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 355, being equal to an annual death-rate of 14-3 in every 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which tke 
deceased persons were admitted. 
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deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annua 
tate a mona of 10:9 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 13-8 
per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 13-2 per 1,000. 


In 25 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having being no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 25 cases, 11 (or 44-0 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 115 infants under one month old registered, there were 8 (or 7-0 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. ; 


From Table II., page 1304, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal epidemic diseases* in the Dublin Registration Area was 0-6 per 1,000, that in the City 
it was 0-6, and in the urban districts 0.5, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Clontarf 


and Howth No.1, part of, to 1-0 in North City, No. 1.E, the 153 deaths from all causes for that district, - 


including one from whooping -cough, one from diphteria and six from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. 


Occupations.—In Table IV., page 180f, it will be observed that the deaths in families of the 
“ Professional and Independent Class’ were equal to an annual trate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911 ; the rate for the “‘ Middle Class’ was 15-9 per 1,000 ; 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers”’ it was 13-8 ; and in the‘ General Service Class ” 
it was 16:5. 


AGES.—Of the 1,782 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the quarter, 350 were under five years of age, including 249 infants under one year of age, the 
latter representing a rate of 83 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 
years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 34-2 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the 
Census of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 4-1 
per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 7:5 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 11-9 per 
1,000 of the population at that age period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 9-3; for those between 45 and 65 it was 31-4 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 56-6, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 156-7 per 
1,000. The deaths of 10 persons (one male and 9 females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pus1ic INstrruTIONS.—Of the 1,782 deaths recorded during the quarter, 888 or 49-8 per cent, 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 641 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 239 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 8 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Registra-

tion Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park was 50°4°. At Greenwich it was 
556° ; at Glasgow, 51-5° ; and at Edinburgh, 50-4°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 4-36 inches ; at Greenwich it was 
2-93 inches ; at Glasgow, 3-23 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 2-47 inches:

As shown in Table I., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal! 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are given in Table Iil. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13°3 and 12°7 ; Dublin Registration Area, 12° 9 and 13:1; Dublin City, 
13:7 and 13'6; Belfast, 11°8 and 12°5; Cork, 12°2 and 13'1;Londonderry, 10°4 and 9°6; Limerick, 
19°0 and 11°5, and Waterford, 15°2 and 14°2. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0°38 per 1,000. Among the 95 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 3 from whooping-cough, 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from 
influenza. Of the 18 deaths from all causes for Cork there are 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years, Included in the 9 deaths from all causes for Londonderry are one from 
each of influenza, and diarrhcea and enteritis o° a child under 2 years, and the 14 deaths from all 
eausesfor Limerick include one from each of scarlet fever and diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 247—122 
boys and 125 girls—and the deaths to 121—59 males and 62 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 16) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 12°9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 
16°3 and was 6°2 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 
1911-20. The rate for all deaths registered during the twenty-seven weeks was 17°9, and for 
the corresponding period of the preceding ten years 24°1. 

Included in the 105 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from diphtheria, 4 from diarrhcea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one fron influenza. In the 3 preceding weeks deaths 
from diphtheria numbered one, 90, and one: deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years 0, 2, and 3; and deaths from influenza one, 8, and one. 

There were 8 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia and one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 22 deaths (including 20 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 


~ from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 12, 16, and 19 in the 3 weeks preceding. 


Four deaths were caused by cancer, 5 by organic diseases of the heart, and 6 by bronchitis, 

Of 10 deaths by violence registered last week one was caused by gunshot wounds returned 
as accidental, 8 were by homicide, and one was suici al. : 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to venereal disease, one to pneumonia, 
3 to diarrhea and enteritis, 2 to premature birth and one to congenital debility. 

Kighteen of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those 
of children under 5 years of age, 12 being infants under one year, of whom 3 were under one 
month old, and 31 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 26 were 70 
years of age or Over. Mee she 

Of the 105 deaths recorded, 56 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

' ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 9th July, in 96 large English towns (includ- 
ing Lontion in which the rate was 8'6) was equal to an average annual death rate of 9°5 per 1,000 
of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 15 principal towns of Scotland was 11:6 per 1,000 persons 
living, the rate for Glasgow being 11:8 andfor Edinburgh 8-6.

Among the 97 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from measles, 2 from diphtheria, 8 from diarrhoeal dis°ases, and one from influenza, 
The 27 deaths from all causes for Cork include 3 from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. Of the 10 deaths from all causes for Londonderry 2 are 
from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. Included in the 11 deaths from all

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the City of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, Ist October, 1921, 
2,715 births—1,422 boys and 1,293 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 25-7in every 1,000 of 
the population. 





The number of births recorded for the city was 2,272, equivalent to an annual rate of 28-0 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 4438, equal to an annual 
rate of 17-9 in every 1,000 of the population’ 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 22-5 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-raté was 28-0 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 21-7 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (154) referred to localities-outside the Dublin Registration Area 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,599, were equivalent to an annual rate of 15-1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
17-2. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,753—888 males and 865 females—afiording an annual ratio of 16-6 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 183 per 1,000 for the third quarter of the ten years, 1911-1920. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 714, 
representing an annual mortality of 16-8 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 578, equivalent to a rate of 15-0 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 307, being equal to an annual death-rate of 12-4 in every 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which the 


deceased persons were admitted, 
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The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual 
tate of mortality of 10-5 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 12:5 
per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 11-7 per 1,000. 


In 15 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last iflness. Of the 15 cases, 11 (or 73-3 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 134 infants under one month old registered, there were 4 (or 3-0 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table II., page 338d, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal epidemic diseases* in the Dublin Registration Area was 2:8 per 1,000, that in the City 
it was 3-3, and in the urban districts 1-3, the rates for the severa! districts varying from 0°0 in Clontarf 
and Howth No. I, part of, to 5-2 for North City, No. t. West, the 204 deaths from all causes for that 
district, including 2 from diphtheria, one from dysentery and 52 from diarrhea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. 


OccuPATIONS.—in Table IV., page 338f, it will be observed that the deaths in families of the 
‘“ Professional and Independent Class ’’ were equal to an annual rate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that Class acoording to the Census of 1911 ; the rate for the ‘‘ Middle Class’ was 13-4 per 1,000: 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers’”’ it was 13:'5; and in the ‘‘ General Service 
Class”’ it was 17-7. 


AcEs.—Of the 1,753 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the quarter, 592 were under five years of age, including 480 infants under one year of age, the 
latter representing a rate of 177 per 1,0Q0 births registered. The number of feaths of children under 5 
years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 57-9 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the 
Census of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-0 
per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
tate of 5-1 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 15-6 per 
1,000 of the population at that age period (according to the Census of 1911) ; fo1 those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 7-7; for those between 45 and 65 it was 24:3 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
tate was 53:6, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death-rate was 128-0 per 
1,000. The deaths of 5 persons (all females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic Instrrutions.—Of the 1,753 deaths recorded during the quaiter, 783, or 44-7 per cent. 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 546 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums, 232 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 5 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Registra- 
tion Aiea) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park was 58-7° ; at Greenwich it was 
64-6" ; at Glasgow, 57-4°; and at Edinburgh, 57-2°.+ 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7°93 inches: at Greenwich it was 
2-69 inches, and at Glasgow, 13-11 inches. ; 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table I., the annual death-rate, represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
13-8 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in 
orde1 from the lowest to the highest :—Sligo. 7-9; Tralee, 10-1; Lurgan, 10-2; Portadown, 10-6; 
Clonmel, 11:4; Belfast, 12:3: Londonderry, 12:7; Waterford, 14:1 : Drogheda, 14-4; Ballymena, 
14-4; Cork, 14:8; Kilkenny, 14:8; Dublin Registration Area, 15-1; Limerick, 15-1: Newry, 15-4 : 
Wexford, 15-6; Lisburn, 15-8; Dundalk, 16-5 ; and Galway, 20-2.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen princi pal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,183,268, are givenin Table. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

~ Nineteen Town Districts, 14°0 and 12°7 ; Dublin Registration Area, 13-3 and 12°7 ; Dublin City, 
13'5 and 13°3; Belfast, 15°6 and 13°1; Cork, 15°0 and 11:7; Londonderry, 7'0 and 10°7; Limerick, 
12°2 and15°9 and Waterford, 11° 4 and 10°5. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + regi stered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-5 per 1,000. Among the 126 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 11 from diarrhoeal 
diseases, 4 from influenza, and one from cerebro-spinal meningitis Of the 22 deaths 
from all causes for Cork one is from diphtheria, and one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child 
under 2 years. Included in the 5 deaths from all causes for Wexford is one from scarlet fever, 
and among the 7 deaths from all causes for Sligo is one from influenza. 





DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 232—115 
boys and 117 girls—and the deaths to 119—61 males and 58 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°3 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-three weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 15°7 
and was 5°0 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1911-20.

Nineteen Town Districts, 16°4 and 15°4 ; Dublin Registration Area, 24-2 and 19- 8; Dublin City 
28:3 and 22°4; Belfast, 12°3 and 11°8; Cork, 10°2 and 11-4; Londonderry, 17:4 and 12°8; Limerick, 
17°6 and 18°9, and Waterford, 7:6 and 18:5, ; 
The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000. Among the 99 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 8 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years and one from influenza. Of the 15 
deaths from all causes for Cork 2 are from diphtheria. Included in the 15 deaths from all causes 
for Londonderry are one from whooping-cough, 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 
years, and one from influenza.

There were 41 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 22 from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from lobar 
pneumonia and 15 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 19 deaths (including 15 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 18, 20 and 11 
from all forms of tuberculous disease in the 3 weeks preceding. 

Eicht deaths were caused by cancer, 16 by organic diseases of the heart, and 28 by 
bronchitis, 

Two accidental deaths were recorded, and there was one case of infanticide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 4 were due to measles, one to influenza, one 
to venereal disease, 3 to convulsions, 2 to bronchitis, 10 to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 4 
to diarrhea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 4 to premature birth and one to congenital 
debility.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the City of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 31st December, 
1921 2,517 births—1,269 boys and 1,248 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 23:8 in every 1,000 


of the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,068, equivalent to an annual rate of 25°5 in 
every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named above, 449, equal to an annual 
rate of 18-1 in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period, the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 21-5 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 27-8 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 21-2: per 1,000. 


DEArTHS.—Omitting the deaths (165) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,744, were equivalent to an annual rate of 16-5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
20-7. ‘The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,909—905 males and 1,004 females—affording an annual ratio of 18-1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 21-7 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1911-1920. 


he number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 794, 
representing an annual mortality of 18-7 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 647, equivalent to a rate of 16-8 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 303, being equal to an annual death-rate of 12-2 in every 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which the 


deceased persons were admitted. 





4166. Quarterly Summary of Births and Deaths in the Dublin Registration Area. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual 
rate of mortality of 14:3 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 14:6 
per 1,000 of the total population, and im Edinburgh the annual rate was 13-4 per 1,000. 


In 24 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 24 cases, 11 (or 45-8 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 119 infants under one month old registered, there were 8 (or 6-7 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table IJ., page 416d, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal epidemic diseases* in the Dublin Registration Area was 1-5 per 1,000, that in the City 
it was 1-7, and in the urban districts 6-5, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in each of 
Clontarf and Howth No. 1, part of, and Blackrock to 4:1 for North City, No. 1 West, the 287 deaths 
from all causes for that district, including 2] from measles, one from whooping-cough, 5 from diph- 
theria, and 17 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 


OccupaTions.—In Table IV., page 416/, it will be observed that the deaths in families of the 
‘* Professional and Independent Class’ were equal to an annual rate of 11-2 per 1,000 of the petsons 
in that Class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the ‘‘ Middle Class’’ was 15:2 per 1,000 ; 
among the ‘‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ”’ it was 14-2); and in the “‘ General Service Class ”’ 
it was 20°8. 


Acers.-—Of the 1,909 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the quarter, 563 were under five years of age, including 339 infants under one year of age, the 
latter representing a rate of 135 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 
years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 55-1 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the 
Census of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 4-2 
per 1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
tate of 5-0 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 15-4 per 
1,000 of the population at that age period (according to the Census of 1911); for those between 25 
and 45 the rate was 9-2; for those between 45 and 65 it was 29-1 ; among persons between 65 and 
75 the rate was 60-0, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death-rate was 145-9 
per 1,000. The deaths of 11 persons (one male and 10 females) aged 90 years and upwards were re- 
gistered. 


PuBLic InsTrtuTIONS.—Of the 1,909 deaths recorded during the quarter, 817, or 42-8 per cent. 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 592 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums, 218 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 7 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—-The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park was 47-8°; at Greenwich it was 
47°3°; at Glasgow, 46-4°; and at Edinburgh, 45-7°.t 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7°23 inches; at Greenwich it was 
3°90 inches ; at Glasgow, 9-51 inches,f and at Edinburgh 7-28 inches. f 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table I., the annual death-rate, represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
14-5 per 1,090 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in 
order from the lowest to the highest :--Tralee, 8:2 ; Wexford, 9-7; Drogheda, 12:2 ; Galway, 12:7; 
Cork, 12:8; Ballymena, 13-0; Belfast, 13-1; Lurgan, 13-1; Londonderry, 13:3; Kilkenny, 13:3; 
Lisburn, 13:6; Clonmel, 13-7; Waterford, 14:0; Sligo, 15-0; Dundalk, 15:5; Portadown, 15-7; 
Newry, 16-0 ; Dublin Registration Area, 16-5 ; and Limerick, 17°8. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1+1 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in four of the districts to 2-9 in Limerick, 
the 171 deaths from all causes for that district, including 4 from scarlet fever, 17 from diphtheria, 
7 from diarrhceal diseases, and one from influenza. ‘The 1,371 deaths from ali causes for Belfast 
include 8 from enteric fever, 3 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 8 from diphtheria, 56 
from diarrhoeal diseases, and 2! from influenza. 


PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis for the 19 towns in the aggregate was 1-31 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the © 
Dublin Registration Area it was 1-42 per 1,000; for Belfast county borough 1°33 per 1,000, and for 
the urban districts collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area and Velfast), it was 1-15.
